Your Health

Lumbago is a term used in referring to mus- 
cular rheumatism of the lower back characler- 
ized by pain and stiffness. Mild attacks may 
occur following exposure to cold or damp, which 
expasure will slow up the blood circulation and 
encourage an accumulation of toxins in the 
muscle group. 

Lumbago may appear suddenly in an acute 
form after exposure, after heavy lifting, or after 
too vigorous exercise, or it may exist in a more 
or less chronic form for a period of several years. 
Those having this chronic tendency toward lum- 
bago will find that the use of a careful die: snd 
the taking of regular exercise will afford -he 
greatest protection against the return of the 
attacks. 

It is my belief that there are two possible 
causes of lumbago, one of which is chemical in 
nature and the other of which is mechanic?:! The 
chemical csuses include any of those leading wo 
the faulty chemistry which produces the rheu- 
matic toxemia. 

This toxemia is apparently based upon im- 
perfec —etabolism. Because of this imperfect 
metabolism the chemical balance within the 
tissues becomes upset and this chemical im-

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SALVATION ARMY 
DOES FINE WORK 


Prison welfare work is carried on 
by the Salvation Army in each of 
| the 95 countries and colonies in 
which it operates. This work com- 
prises police court officers, chap- 
lains In penal institutions, homes 
for discharged prisoners, homes for 
delinquent boys and girls and re- 
formatory work among criminal 

tribes of India. 

The police court and prison work 
of the Army had its origin in Aus- 
tralia, and the first home—a small 
residential house—was opened in 
1882. Now, in addition to large and 
well-equipped institutions for dis- 
charged prisoners in each of the 
Australian states, there are, in that 
country, 24 splendid homes opened 
at the request of some of the state 
governments to care for boys and 
girls then in teformetory institu- 
| tions. To these homes the govern- 
ments pay capitation grants, 

Other governments have request- 
ed the Army's aid in dealing with 
| problems. An interesting case is 
that of the criminal tribes of India. 
In that country there are millions 
of hereditary criminals united in 
tribes or gangs. These ctiminal 
tribes have been the despair of the 


authorities, and it was proposed 
that the Army should undertake 
the reformation of the Doms, a 


| tribe of people who were notor- 
ious as the most drunken, vicious 
and licentious of folk. Their fierce- 
ness wes equally notorious. The 
| following extract is from an official 
report concerning the Dom Settle- 
ment: 


“High officials visited Gorakh- 
pur to see what was happening: 
commissioners, inspectors and sup- 
erintendents of police and the like. 
They went away openly marvel- 
ling for here they found the incor- 
Tigibles of yesterday working 
peacefully and living sober and de-

LILLOOET, B.C., April 2%— 
Controversy between white min- . 
@fs and Indiens over gold-pan- 
ning privileges tin the Cariboo in 
spread Friday to the banks 
of the Fraser as rumors circulat- 
ea of a major gold strike on 

the banks of the Bridge River. 

Indians of No. 1 reservation in 
Lillooet district ordered white min- 
ers to withdraw from the banks of 
the Fraser river where it runs 
through the reserve. About 20 min. 
ers have already been driven from 
a@ reservation on the Bridge river, 
reportedly the scene of one of the 
richest discoveries of free gold since 
the famous Cariboo gold rush of 70- 
odd years ago. 

BANK DEPOSITS 

The British Columbia mines de- 
partment at Victoria said it had no | 
information on the reported find, | 
but would investigate. The rum- 
ors current here said several per- 
sons had made large bank deposits 
as a result of gold-panning opera- 
tions along the Bridge river. 

Possibility the Indians might not 
be successful in evicting whites 
from the Fraser river reservation 


was seen by Lillooet lawyers. They 
claimed Indians had no rights over 
navigable waters. 

NAVIGABLE STREAM 

The Fraser river is listed as a 
navigable stream, but the Bridge | 
river is not, 

Gold panning along the Bridge 
river has continued for about 70 
years, and so far as is known, the} 
present dispute is the first of its 
kind.

DEBATE WARM 
WHEN CUT IS 
FIRST MOVED 


Manning Says New Bill Is 
Designed To Prevent 
Evasion of Regulations 


Section of tbe Grain Buyers 
Licensing Act dealing with Iic- 
ense fees was amended during 
Giseussion in committee of the 
whole assembly in the legislature 
on Friday, to provide for a reduc- 
tion in license fees, But, becore 
such reduction was granted, & 
lively debate took piace. 

Tn its original form the bill called 
for a $25 license fee for grain buy- 
ers not employing agents for any 
one specified shipping point and for 
gtain buyers employing agents $50 
for the main point of buying and 
$25 for each other point. 

Fight for reduction of the fees 
was waged with William Masson, 
S.C., Wainwright who ‘introduced 
the amendment providing that the 
$50 fee be slashed to $25 and the 
$25 fee reduced to $10. 

PREVENT EVASION 

Opening the bill for discussion, 
Hon Ernest C, Manning. minister of 
trade and industry explained that 
many sections of the Track Buyers 
Licensing Act, which is being re- 
pealed, were contained in this new 
measure, Objects of the new bill 
was to guard against evasion of 
licensing provisions, such as had 
been the case in the former bill. 


Track buyers had a@ fear that the 
bill would put them out of busi- 
ness, John J. Bowlen, Liberal, Cal- 
gary declared. 


The minister said that track 
buyers would be enabled to buy 
samples the same as before and he 
edded that there had been a mis- 
conception in regard-to this, 

FEE ON EACH CAl: 

Much discussion revolved around 
the section providing that in addi- 
tion to license fees, every grain 
buyer pay the minister an addi- 
tional $1 fee for each car of grain 
acquired by him, either before or 
after shipment and shipped from 
any point not specified in the 
grain buyers license, 

It was stated by Mr. Masson that 
the $25 fee was excessive and 
urged that it should be equalized 
with that of Manitoba. 

Mr. Manning, during further dis- 
cussion, pointed out that the Mani- 
toba fees were higher than those 
proposed for this province, having a 
$50 track buyers’ fee and $25 addi- 
tional for each point where track 
buying took place. 

SAYS MISINFORMED 

Mr. Masson then declared that he 
must have been misinformed about 
Manitoba.

that part of Britain lying north of | 
the Tweed, It is in fact so high in| 
public esteem that one hopes it

When puppies of a popular breed 
ere offered for sale at roadside 
stands, when we see the breed used 
extensively in advertising, then is | 
the time for the true lovers of that 
breed to pause and consider if such | 
publicity may not in the long run 
injure their favorites, I do not say 
that all this will hurt the Scottie, 
I only hope it will not, He is by 
far too lovable a little tyke to have 
to suffer through man's greed. 

When the breed was definitely 
given the name of Scottish Terrier, 
in the late Seventies, its supporters 
got away with something. There | 
are at least four other distinct
